WHO ARE TAMPERING WITH RETURNS 


The Completion of the New York 
Legislature 


- CANNOT BE KNOWN UNTIL DECEMBER, 


When the State Board of Canvassers Will 
Finally Pass Upon the Contested Dis- 
tricts of the State. 


New Yorx, November 16.—[{Special.}—The* 
political control of the next legislature of New 
York will not be settled beyond question until 
the state board of canvassers meetin Albany, 
the first week in December to canvass the 
yotes and officially announce the result. 

A number of senate and assembly districts 
in the state are claimed by both parties. 

On the face of’ the returns at the present 
time the democrats have the assembly by 
sixty-seven to sixty-three, but there is an un- 
decided contest in the thirteenth assembly dis- 
trict in this city. 

The Different Claims. 


The republicans now claim the senate by«" 


eighteen to fourteen. : 

This would make the legislature a tie o 
joint ballot,jand Lieutenant Governor Sheehan 
would cast the deciding vote for the democrats. 
But the democratic managers claim that the 
final canvass will give them fifteen or possibly 
sixteen senators. The latter would make the 
senate a tie, and the house democratic. 

The republican supervisors of Sullivan 
county are charged with counting out by fraud 
Blake, democrat, who was elected by one 
vote. He will contest before the state-board 
of canvassers. Three senate districts are still 
in doubt, and are claimed by both sides. One 
republican senator, Deane, who claims to be 
elected, is dangerous ill, and may die. 

At present the democrats are confident they 
will be able to organize both houses, and will 
havea majority of from oneto three ona 


joint balbot. 
Watched by Hill. 


The republican supervisors in some of the 
interior counties, where the voteis close and 
in doubt, will make every effort to seat the 
republican candidates, but they will be close! 
watched, and any fraud will %e remedied by 
the state board. 

Governor Hill is watching the doubtful dis- 
tricts very closely and the republicans are not 
going to be allowed to steal the legislature if 
he can prevent it. 

The board of aldermen of this city, sitting as 
a board of Ganvassers, are now canvassing the 
vote.of the city and county. The work will 
not be completed and the ult officially an- 
nounced before Friday. here is only one 
contest in the city. In the thirteenth assembly 
dixtrict, Southworth, democrat, was elected 
asseinblyiman by thirteen piurality, but Gibbs, 
republican, is contesting his seat. The matter 
is now before the committee on corrected re- 
turns, but Southworth is certain to be seated. 

The Fight for the Senate. 

The republicans now concede that the dem- 
ocrats will controi the assembly by from one 
to four majority, and both parties are making 
their fight for the doubtful senate districts. 
The democrats on the face of the returns have 
a tie on joint ballot, and they claim two more 
senate districts, which will give thema safe 
majority. They also hope to seat Assembly- 
man Biake, of Sullivan county, who was 
counted out by the republican supervisors of 
the county. If they succeed in seating 
Biake they will prebably have a majority of 
three on joint ballot, for the state board of 
canvassers* are expected to give them two of 
the contested senate districts. 

The Fight Will Be Bitter. 

The fight is going to be a bitter one and the 
courts may be appealed to. Any way the 
final result will remain in doubt until the work 


ol the state board of canvassers is completed. . 


The vote for governor arid other state of- 
ficers will be canvassed at the same time. 
The official vote will not be materially changed 


from the figures already announced. From 


the returns some few clerical and other errors 
have been discovered by the county canvassers, 
bat there will probably not be a change of 
more than a few hundred votes. Flower’s 
majority will be between 45,000 and 49,000. 
Fassett Thinks the Voters Are Venal. 

J. Sloat Fassett, defeated republican can- 
didate for governor, in an interview today, 
expressed the hope thatthe democrats will 
nominate Grover Cleveland for president 
next year. 

He saysif Cleveland is the nominee, the 
republicans will sweep New York, because 
the ex-president will not put up the money 
to buy the state. Mr. Fassett says if Flower 
is nominated for president, he will carry 
New York, because he will furnish the money 
to buy the votes. 

This is the republican idea of New York 
voters, whtch is not flattering tothem. 

Republican Infamy Illustrated. 

This state of affairs shows the infamy of the 
present apportionment of the state, which went 
democratic by nearly fifty thousand majority, 
and under which a million or more democrats 
are not counted in the basis of the representa- 

Had the democrats secured both branches of 
the general assembly a fair reapportionment 
bill would have been passed, as demanded by 
the constitution of the state, which the re- 
publicans have overruled for years. The pres- 
tnt apportionment is that of 1875, and the 
tepublicans persistently refused to allow a 
new one. 

A just apportionment, by which the repre- 
sentatives and senators could be elected on the 

of population, would give both the senate 
and the house to the democrats by an over- 
whelming majority,, and the republicans, 
knowing this, refuse to carry out the mandate 
ofthe constitution, and there is no telling 


_ how long the apportionment of 1875 will allow 


them to overrule the popular vote. 

The counties which were strongly republican 
in 1875 have shown but little increase in popu- 
lation, while the active democratic counties 
at that time have greatly increased in popula- 
tion in the cities, which increase, if allowed 
representation, would greatly add to the 
democratic strength of the general assembly.

THERE WILL BE NO. STRIKE. 


Unexpected Evidence Regarding the Dis- 
charged Men. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., November 16.—[Spe- 
cial.}—-There will be no strike of conduc- 
tors and trainmen on the Nashville, 
Chattanooga and St. Louis railway. 

Mr. 8, E. Williamson, representing the 
Brotherhood of Railway Trainmen, and E. 
E. Clark, chief conductor of the Order 
of Railway Conductors, spent Saturday af- 
ternoon and the morning in consultation 
with President Thomas. ° 

Satisfied with President Thomas. 

In an interview Mr. Clark said: 

“I never met a man who so impressed 

me with his desire to be just and kind to 
his men as has President Thomas. - He 
convinced us at first that he was willing 
to concede ‘to any demand that was fair 
and just to his stockholders and his men. 
This he has done. Some of our demands 
he has acceded to, and others he has con- 
vinced us would not be best.’’ 
As to the Western and Atlantic Conductors. 
“As to the Western and Atlantic con- 
ductors, we found evidence that I had not 
known of against the discharged men, and 
I showed him some things about the man- 
agement down there that he had not 
known. As we could not reconcile the tes- 
timony, he proposed to submit the whole 
matter to the Georgia railway commission, 
which, I think, is as fair a proposition as 
could be made, and, of course, it was 
agreed to.”’ 


ALL QUIET IN BRAZIL. 


Except in Rio Grande Where Local Con- 
flicts Prevail. 


WASHINGTON, November 16.—Senor Men- 
donca, Brazilian minister here, has received 
the following cablegram from the Brazilian 
minister of foreign affairs: 

R10, November 14.—Affirm that complete tran- 
utlity reigns in all of the states except Rio 
mrande, where conflicts provoked by questions 

pertaining to local politics occurred, with which, 
in virtue of the constitution, the federal govern- 
ment could not interfere. Deny the rumors of 
secession. The idea is condemned by all 
Brazilians. Affirm that no state thinks of 
seceding ; deny that the members of the dissolved 
congress are in foreign legations as refugees. 
Nearly all the members of congress have returned 
to their states. Those who remain here go about 
the city at liberty. Thus farthe government has 
taken no violent measures. A day will be set for 
the next election, and congress convoked to meet 
immediately after. General Deodoro will review 
the troops tomorrow, the anniversary of the proc- 
lamation of the republic. CLERMONT. 

Troubles Purely Internal. 

As confirmatory evidence of the truth of the 
statement that the troub'es in Rio Grande 
are purely internal, and have no bearing on 
national affairs, Minister Mendonca says that 
he has discovered that the junta in that state, 
is composed of four persons instead of three as 
at first reported. It was at first supposed that 
Cassal Ribeiro was the name of one member, 
whereas it appears that two persons were re- 
ferred to, Senor Cassal and Senor Ribeiro. 
Both of thé men are prominent republican 
leaders in the state; and that the junta stands 
three republicans to one old liberal. 


FLUCTUATIONS OF FUTURES. 


Cotton Still Declining—Dealings on the Cot- 
ton Exchange. 

NEW YORK, November 16.—The Sun’s cotton re- 
view will say: Cotton futures opened at a sharp 
decline; and further declined until prices were 
eighteen to twenty points lower, then caméa 
slight recovery, the market closing steady at sev- 
enteen to nineteen points decline from Saturday's 
closing prices, Liverpool went off in a semi- 
panic this morningfand values dropped 6 to 7-64d 
in the course of the day and we {followed suit. 
Our bears had a fresh crook. 

They did not care if the crop movement did fall 
off. There is such a heavy long interest, they 
said, that the slightest turn of facts in their favor 
will precipitate such a selling movement as will 
put prices down, instead of promoting an ad- 
vance. Besides the break in the Liverpool mar- 
ket, the port and interior receipts were in excess of 
all estimates, and it was promised that receipts at 
New Orleans tomorrow will be very large. A slight 
recovery that took place after the last call had no 
other basis than a little buying to cover, the mar- 
ket again turning weak, and ihe last figures were 
little, if any, better than the lowest of the day. 

The Decline Cansed Uneasiness. 

The continued decline in cotton is causing de- 
cided uneasiness. December option today reached 
the lowest figures ever touched, and all day there 
was a steady liquidation of accounts on which 
margins had been exhausted. The first sales 
at the opening were made at aé_e decline 
of ten points from Saturday’s close, and 
many stop orders reached execution, which car- 
ried price down nine points more, the market 
closing at the lowest points. There was some sell- 
ing by bear leaders who are short on near by 
options, but there was more excitement shown 
than atany time. The decline was greater than 
any day for many weeks. 


A FIGHT WITH GARZA. 


Mexican Kevolutionists Have an Engage- 
ment with Troops. 

Rro GRANDE City, Tex., November 16, — 
News received here today says that on the 12th 
instant Catarino Garza and about one hundred 
men met several hundred Mexican soldiers 
twelve miles from Mier, on the road to 
Guerrero. Catarino stoutly held his ground, 
scattering his proclamations. A volley was 
fired at his force with no damage, which was 
returned by the revolutionists, causing the 
death of three soldiers and one badiy wounded, 
who is now ‘in Mier hospital. The govern- 
ment force fell back in disorder. Garza has 
not been out of Mexico since he entered Sep- 
tember 15th, but has been working up the 
revolutionary feeling in the states of Tamau- 
lipas and Noevo Leon. _

THE DUELISTS ARRESTED. 


‘The Law Kindly Steps In to Their Rescue 
find Prevents the Fight.

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., November 16.—[Spe- 
clal.}—Benjamin Harrison,editor of The Stand- 
ard, and H. V, Seviere,editor off The Evening 
Telegram, left Jacksonville at noon today to 
fight a duel at Moncrief springs, three miles 
from the city. One o’clock was the time fixed. 
Harrison, his second, C. A. Decosta, a news- 
paper man, and the surgeon, Dr. Burroughs, a 


} physician who has had much practice in duel- 


ing surgery, succéeded in reaching the kround. 
Seviere and his second, W. J. Bausket, were 
arrested at English’s stables, in the outskirts of 
the city, by two deputy sheriffs. Sheriff 
Brourd and three deputies pushed on to Mon? 
crief and seized Harrison. 
The Priest Steps In. 

Priestly intervention prevented bloodshed. 
Father Kenny, at noon, got wind of the pro- 
posed affair, and swore out warrants for the 
principals, Dr. Burroughs and Decosta have 
made themselves scarce. No warrants were 
issued for them, The principals were brought 
to the city and placed undér bonds of $1,000 
each. Bad blood has existed for some time 
between The Standard and The Times-Union, 
of which The Telegram is an annex. 

During the senatoria] contest, Harrison and 
Lem T, Stockton, business manager of The 
Times-Union, came to blows. Stockton advo- 
cated Call and Harrison was for Mays, anti- 
Call. For some time The Telegram has pub- 
lished a column of colored society news. The 
Standard has made game of this feature, and 
Harrison ridiculed it in an editorial. In reply 
Seviere, on Saturday week, fiefcely denounced 
Harrison as a coward and liar, whose conduct 


son replied in The Standard that the article 
called only for a private settlement. He cha)l- 
lenged Seviere, and it is said thought to have 
shotguns chosen for weapons. Seviere selected 
the new Smith & Wesson dueling pistols, self- 
cockegg with three barrels, distance, thirty 
paces. Friday of last week was named, and 
Sweetwater the place, between Dural and St. 
Johns counties. Owing to publicity, the af- 
fair was dropped, apparently,and new arrange- 
ments were made.

Seviere is, as his name imports, from,Louis- 
jana. Harrisonis a nephew of Carter Harri- 
son, ex-mayor of Chicago, and hails from 
Mississippi. Both men are of violent and de- 
termined tempers. He isadead shot and has 
recently improved his marksmanship, perfor- 
ating a hat six times in succession at thirty 
paces. The bondis hardly heavy enough to 
keep the peace. After giving it, Harrison 
said this evening that only one of three things 
could happen. He will be killed on tue field, 
be wounded and renew the challenge, or, if 
the duel does not occur, he will kill Seviere 
with a shotgun op Bay street. Seviere is 
equelly fame ~-and further diffieulty is confi- 
dently expected by their friends. 


A MOTHER'S CRIME. 


She Cuts the Throats of Her Three Daugh- 
ters and Then Suicides. 

Lonpon, November 16.—A most shocking 
and brutal crime has been committed at Titch- 
field-with-Crofton, a town of about 4,500 inhab- 
itants, in the county of Hants, noted as being 
the site of Titchfield house, where Charles I 
was concealed after his escape from Hampton 
Court, in 1647. It appears that complaint 
was made some time since againsta certain 
woman resident of the town that she was ill 
treating her children. A summons was issued 
ordering her to appear at Titchfield assizes 
to answer the charges made against her. The 
woman was infuriated when the summons 
was served upon her, and declared that no 
court in England could compel her to answer 
its summons. 

No attention was paid to her ravings, as it 
was believed when her indignation subsided 
that she would recognize the futility of at- 
tempting to resist the mandate of the court. 

Cut tlie Children’s Throats. 


But the woman was determined not to heed 
the summons by answering it, and so she re- 
entered her apartments, called her three 
children about her and thenin spite of their 
struggles to escape, cut their throats. After 
making sure that the terrible work was com- 
plete and that the three giris were dead, the 
woman turned her weapon against herself. 

A horrible sight met the gaze of persons 
who entered the room after the deed had been 
committed. The bodies of the giris, their 
clothing saturated with blood that had flowed 
from the gaping wounds of their necks, were 
lying on the fioor in pools of blood, while 
close behind them was their mother and mur- 
deress. The weman was alive, but the wound 
in her throat was such a _ terrible one, and she 
had lost so much blood, that little if any hope 
is entertained of her recovery. 


FRENCH MINERS STRIKE, 


Three Thousand Men Refuse to Go te Work. 
A General Strike Looked For. 


Paris, November 16.—The threatened strike 
of the miners in the extensive coal fields im the 
department Pas de Calais this morning was 
inaugurated. This action is brought about by 
the refusal of the mine owners to make any 
concessions to the men, and consequently the 
miners have resorted to a strike to secure, or to 
attempt to secure, a redress of their grievances. 
A meeting of delegates representing fully a 
thousand miners, was held at Lens on Satur- 
day last, with the result that a general strike 
of the coal] miners in the north of France was 
decided upon. In accordance with this decis- 
ion 3,600 miners employed in the collieries in 
the immediate vicinity of Lens declined to go 


to work this morning, and thus the great strike | 


began. . 

The fact that the miners have grounds for 
their dissatisfaction is shown by a telegram 
received by Deputy Baily, who presided at the 
Lens meeting on Saturday, from M. Constans, 
minister of the interior. In this telegram the 
minister said that it was the intention of the 
government to push legislation dealing with 
the miners’ grievances. 

The Pas de Calais miners are firm in their 
determination to make a desperate struggle if 
necessary to succeed, and they have received 
promises of financial aid and moral support 
from the miners in the Loire and St. Etienne 
districts.

WASHINGTON, November 16.—Argument 
was begun in the United States supreme 
court today in the anti-lottery cases, in which 
the constitutionality of the recent anti-lottery 
law isinvolved.. The suits come up in the 
form of applications of John N. Rapier, pub- 
hisher of The Mobile Register, and) George 
W. Dupree, Pablisher of The New 
Orleans States, for writs of habeas corpus, they 
having been convicted for violation of the law 
prohibiting the sending through the mails of 
newspapers containing lottery advertisements. 
Counse | has already submitted briefs giving 
the line of argument, and these have been 


published in the press. 

W. Hannis Taylor opened the case for Ra- 
pier. He said that now, for the first time in 
the history of the republic, the publisher of an 
American newspaper sought the protection of 
the supreme court against what he asserted 
was an unlawful attempt to abridge his rights 
upon the partofcongress. But, since the free- 
dom of the press Lad been assailed in a mo- 
ment of excitement by a measure which had 
no precedentin American legislation, he asked 
the court to settle the question,of its fullness 
and for all time. 

The assumption of the act was that there 
was vested in congress a censorship by which 
it might determine beforehand what a news- 
paper passing through the maiis may or may not 
contain. He could concede that the power of con- 
gress over the mails was plenary, but was sub- 
ject to the restrictions of the constitation. The 
first. ten amendments embodied constitutional 
limitations upon the federal power in favor of 
fundamental rights, of which one was the free- 
dom of tthe press, and by the 
first amendment, congress was denied the 
right to impose upon the American press 
ay restraints in addition to those which, at 

6 time of its adoption, were imposed by the 

aw of criminal libel. 

Under that construction lottery advertise- 
ments could not be excluded. Moreover, the 
question of the immorality of lotteries wasa 
iu icial question, and congress had usurped a 

unction which did not belong toit. This fact 
was strikingly shown when the anti-lottery 
law and obscene mail matter law, in which a 
jury’s verdict was required, were com 
For the Government. 

The case for the government was opened 
by William A. Maury, assistant attorney 
general. Heargued that the constitutional 
provision by which the creation and mainte- 


nance of postat facilities was 


gress gave that body the power to make and 


shape these facilities to its will.. How far 
that power was subject to other constitutional 
provisions he would subsequently consider, 
confining himself at present to the contention 
that the legislation was void because not 
necessary and proper for the carrying 
of mails. The constitution was properly 
silent as to what sort of service 
should be established and left it wholly to 
legislative discretion, like the army and navy 
power. Franking laws were not necessary for 
mail transportation and showed that no such 
limitation, as that postal laws must be neces- 
sary and proper for service, existed. 

Congress had the right to say what was and 
what was not mail matter, to exclude news- 
papers entirely, or to admit them to the mails 
on any terms it deemed reasonable. 

Police power over the mails, Mr. Maury 
further contended, resided in the 
general government, which had in_ this 
respect powers like the police power of the 
states. It could not residein the states and 
was not wandering through space like a dis 
embodied spirit. Otherwise the failure of the 
government would be produced. Congress, he 
maintained, was not a gprs or disfavoring 
lotteries, but purging the mails. Every state 
in the union, except Louisiana, had an anti- 
lottery Jaw and the constitution did not make 
the government supine and inert and the in- 
strument for the corruption of the morals of 
the people of all the states. The constitution 
had taken away from the states a fragment of 
their police and this power it had vested in 
congress and given it entire control of the 
mails with the same police powers thereover 
that the states would have had. 

Other Arguments. 

J.C. Carter, of New York, who followed in 
behalf of Dupre, said he labored under some 
disadvantages, because he could’not say any- 
thing about the lotteries themselves, which 
had in our earlier days been the favorite way 
of raising money for all sorts of beneficent 
purposes, because it would be said he was én- 
tering on an irrelevent discussion, There had 
been a great clamor on the subject but 
he felt that his side satisfied the 
court that his views of the constitution 
was right; that this court would be able to 
rise above the loud voice of public clamor and 
execute its high oftice of declaring to present 
and future times the meaning of the constitu- 
tion under which alone our liberties stood. 

Mr. Carter declared the sole object was to 
ut obstacles in the way of conducting the 
ottery business. . It has been so openly 

avowed in congress, and was so avowed here. 
The Attorney General Interrupts.

FIFTY-THREE GROUNDS OF COMPLAINT 


Will Be Argued Before Judge Maddox. 
All Kinds of Exceptions to All 
Kinds of Things. 


Rome, Ga., November 16.—[Special.]—The 
case of the state vs. Sidney Lascelles, alias 
Walter S. Beresford, charged with forgery and 
better known as the ‘‘lord’s’’ case, appears 
again before the public gaze. 

The lord has been baving rather a quiet 
time around at the jail.@ There have not been 
many receptions, or those sort of things, to 
amuse him, but nevertheless he appears to be 
pretty well contented, and it issaidissanguine 
that he is all right, and that he will not go up 
under the present conviction. 

Late this evening the motion for a new trial 
was finished, and bright and early in the 
morning it will be filed. 

The breadth of the Woolfolk case, with its 
multitudinous motions and objections, was un- 
doubtedly great, but the “‘lord’s’’ case, with 


its @euntless motions for a new trial, vies in 


splendor with the wisdom and sophistry of 
even Tom’s case. 

There are just fifty-three grounds set out in 
the motion, each distinct one standing alone. 
A bright lawyer remarked that with such a 
hand a fellow ought towin. The retort of a 
brother lawyer was: ‘‘Yes, we hold the full 
deck and the ‘eucher.’’’ By actual count 
9,960 words are in the motion. 

The Grounds Alleged. 

Besides the usual grounds, grounds set out 
are the preliminaries on the motion of continu- 
ance by the defendant, his affidavit filed and 
the statement of the various lawyers as 
tocontinuance. The next trend of argument 
is onthe defendant being extradited from 
New York onj?one offense, and then being 
tried for another. The pleading is found fault 
with asto being overruled. ‘The thirteenth 
ground charges that J. Branham, an attorney 
employed by the prosecutor, appeared before 
the grand jury concerning the present bill. 
The fourteenth ground, the court erred in 
striking the defendant’s written plea as.to the 
kinship of the foreman of the grand jury, and 
quashing other indictments. Then the election 
between the counts of the indictment are gone 
into. Nextare various objections to testimony 
allowed. The thirtieth ground complains be- 
cause the court stopped the defendant in the 
progress of his statement to the jury, when 
defendant was showing the prosecutor in this 
cause was in close communication with de- 
fendant’s mother-in-law and brother-in-law, 
and he wanted to show the animus of the 

rosecutor, as wellas his mother-in-law and 

rother-in-law. 

Ground thirty-four begins the complaint 
against the charge of the court, and ground 
fifty-three still strikes the song of complaint 
against the charge of the court. 


Arguments Presented. 


Each ground is supported by argument in 
condensed form. How long it will take to try 
there is no telling. It is understood the 
case will come up onthe 23d 
instant. The legal battle wil! be a fierce one, 
and it will bea memorable fight, If Judge 
Maddox does not grant a new trial, the su- 
preme court will have the pleasure of passing 
on the fifty-three motions at their leisure.

HE WANTS TO. DIE. 


Josh W. Stephens Makes Many Attempts 
to End His Own Miserable Existence. 

Josh W. Stephens, a young man about 
thirty years of age, well known in Georgia, 
attempted suicide in Washington city Sunday 
night. 

This is the second attempt he has made to 
end his life im the last two weeks, both times 
by escaping gas. The anouncement that 
Stephens was related to Alexander H, 
Stephens was erroneous. 

Stephens attended the State funiversity at 
Athens and left in 1882, before graduating. 

A few years after leaving college he went to 
work on a newspaper in Montgomery, and 
while there his friends were astonished to dis- 
cover that his mind was weak. This failing 
grew worse, and finally became so bad that he 
wassent to the Alabama asylum, where he 
remained several months and left apparently 
all right. 

While on the Montgomery — he came to 
Atlanta in 1887 and attempted to commit sui- 
cide at the Kimball by taking morphine, this 
taking place gbefore it was observed 
that his mind was unsettled. 
It was said that the attempt 
on his-life was caused by a love affair. 

After being dismissed from the Alabama 
asylum Stephens went to Flowery Branch, 
Ga., and secured a school, which he taught 
very successfully for two years. While there 
he met and married a young lady from Balti- 
more, belonging to an excellent family. They 
have two children. 

Several months ago Stephens was again 
seized with a violent turn of mind. He 
boarded at the home of Editor Smith, in 
Flowery Branch, and one night ter- 
rorized the neighborhood by his _ hys- 
terical manipulations of an open razor, 
. He tried to cut his own throat and said he 
wouid kil! his wife and children and then him- 
self, as the Lord had instructed him to do. 

He was carried to Gainesville and locked 
up and his wife and children returned to Bal- 
timore, where they are now. 

He secured a position in Washington under 
the district government, which he now holds. 

Sunday night he asked Mr. Robert Watkins, 
the correspondent of The New Orleans Times- 
Democrat, if he could sieep in his office. 
Watkins allowed him to do so, and when he 
came to his office yesterday morning found the 
gas turned on and Stephens half dead and 
almost asphyxiated. 

He was resuscitated by physicians, who were 
at once summoned. He will no doubt be 
placed in an asylum, where he can be treated 
and can do himself no harm.

Was a great success. . 

The laboring men of the city, members of 
the different trades unions, were present in 
large numbers. There were more members of 
the Carpenters’ and Joiners’ Union present than 
of any other. <A large delegation of colored 
members occupied seats in the hall. 

Mr. P. J. McGuire, of Philadelphia, was 
the speaker of tle evening. He is the first 
vice president of the American Federation of 
Labor, and grand secretary of the Carpenters’ 
and Joiners’ National Union. He is making a 
tour of the southern states, lecturing in the 
largest cities, in order to educate the working | 
people on the labor question. . 

Mr. McGuire is a ruddy-faced, good-sized 
man of about fifty years, and speaks forcibly in 
a clear, sounding voice. 

He was introduced by Mr. Gedrge W. Mor- 

an, president of the Atlanta Federation of 
rades, in a few neat remarks. 

Mr. McGuire began by saying that he visited 
Atlanta now for the first time since 1865, and 
under much changed circumstances. 
then on a different side from that occupied by 
his auditors, but now they were all working 
together in the great cause of labor. 

‘‘Labor,”’ said the speaker, ‘‘in all sections 
of the country has burdens that need relief 
and suffers wrongs that need redress. The 
condition has always been one of servitude. It 
has always been regarded as ignoble, 

“The system Jof wages, which followed a 
condition of serfdom, is as universal as civili- 
zation itself. It exists all over the world. 
Under this system, all men, black and white, 
are supposed to be theirown masters. Under 
it no man has theright to hold another in a 
state of bondage. The man who goes out into 
the wor:d to labor, puts his skill on the 
market, to be purchased by whoever will 
buy it. 

“It is no longer King Cotton who rules, but 
a king mare universal than our flag, an un- 
crowned king with dollars in his pocket, with 
no blood and no Sympathy in his heart. 

‘*Here in this bright, prosperous gateway of 
the south, I will venture the assertion that the 
men who work cannot live for one month, and 
not work, without obtaining credit. 

‘It is by the increase of millionaires that 
men are kept from getting fair wages for their 
work. The total assessed valne of the property 
in this country is $64,000,000,000, and $30,000,- 
000,000 of it belong to the millionaires. That’s 
what’s keeping down the workingmen of 


America. 


**We have established the right of political 
democracy in this countryand the people fix 
laws and taxes to suit the people. If we can. 
do this, why should this rule not be oxtended 
into commerce and the workingman be al- 
lowed to fix the laws of the workshop where 
he labars. 

**The eight-hour law will come in this coun- 
try just as sure as the ten-hour law has 
come.”’ 

The speaker referred to the satisfactory re- 
sults of the eight-hour law in Australia. The 
Australian ballot box .system was the 
outcome of it. It had resultedin good laws. 
The people there control the monopolies, they 
have liberal land laws, and the government 
owns the railroads. 

‘The workingmen, at last, are the founda- 
tion of society—the bulwarks of society. They 
defend it in war and support it in peace. 

“We have the nine-hour day system in 356 
cities of the United States, the eight-hour law 
in fifty-one cities. 

‘Nine hours a day in London and Scotland 
and all of the British monarchy and ten hours 
a day inthis grand free republic! I hope to 
see Atlanta fall in line on this nine-hour law. 
You need organization among the laboring 
class to doit. Every class is organized. The 
lawyers, merchants—all classes have their 
organizations. Why should not the laboring 
class organize ?”’ 

The speaker was loudly cheered several 
times during his remarks, particularly in his 
reference to shorter hours. 

After Mr. McGuire’s speech, Mr. Burton 
Smith wasintroduced, and made aneat speech, 
on the line of Mr. McGuire, which was heartily 
applauded.

A 
committee of three had it at the train and 
wavdd it before the confederate chieftain as 
he alighted at the depot.

Over the Return of Her Son After 


~yenty-Three Years’ Separation. 


A MOST UNACCOUNTABLE DESERTION. 


Mr, Calvo Deserts a Happy Home in At- 
lanta, Never to Return, and Steals His 
Only Child from Its Mother, 


There was a pathotic mecting of mother and 
son in this city Sunday. 

The meeting presented a touching scene,and 
one that proves beyond a question the strength, 
purity and infallibility of a mother’s love. 

For twenty-three years the mother has 
grieved and mourned incessantly for the loss of 
herson, believing that he had met a tragical 


‘death while on board aship en route to Europe. 


In those twenty-three years she has shed 
many tears, and prayed a thousand prayers 
for the golden-haired, bright-eyed little three- 
year-old boy that had been torn so ruthlessly 
from a mother’s breast, and as she supposed 
dashed to his death by the mad and merciless 
waves of the great Atlantic. 

The son passed the twenty-three years ina 
far northern state with another woman whom 
he believed to be his mother, never dreaming 
that away down in Dixie there was a heart 
literally breaking and bleeding for tite love it 


bore him. 
Last Sunday this mother and son that fate 


‘had so strangely separated met face to face, 


and the scene was such that those who wit- 
nessed it will not soon forget it. 

The story isa romantic. one. Twenty-three 
years ago there lived in Atlanta a happy and 
prosperous family composed of a father, James 
Calvo, mother and one three-year-old son. 
The father and mother were both members of 
prominent families, and when their engage- 
rent was announced, hundreds of friends 
smiled approval and predicted a bright and 
happy future for those who would enter mar- 
ried life under such favorable auspices. 

The wedding took place, and for four years 
all went well. Happiness and prosperity 
crowned the union of this well-mated and pop- 
ular couple, and their apparent perfect bliss” 
excited the envy of many less fortunate than 
themselves. Twelve months after the mar- 
ria#é a son was born to complete the happi- 
ness of their home. 

A Strange Desertion. 

When this son was a bright and interesting 
little fellow of three yearsfand the idol of his 
mother’s heart, a change came over this happy 
home, which until this day remains an unac- 
countable mystery to those who were familiar 
with the history of the case. 

One morning the young mother awoke and 
found both husband and son gone. Their ab’ 
sence could inno manner be accounted for. 
All search failed tothrow any light on their 
whereabouts. The mother was wild with 
grief for her husband and child, and was for 
many weeks delirious. Her friends tried in 
vain to cheer her up, telling her that it would 
all turn out right in the end, and that her hvs- 
band and child would be restored to her,

Another Strange Departure. 


_ Another individual that occupies a promi- 
nentiplace in the history of this romance was 
discovered to be missing shortly after the 
father and son. | 

It was the pretty servant girl, who had held 
the place of housekeeper in the home since 
its establishment. The deserted wife for 
many months refused to believe that her hus- 
band hadrun away with the girl. Herfriends 
told herit must be so; that circumstances 
were so strong that they could not be miscon- 
strued, butsbe refused to entertain such an 
idea for a moment. 

A few months after the husband and child 
had so mysteriously disappeared, the mother 
received a letter from some unknown party in 
New York stating that they had been lost in a 
Bhipwreck while en route to Europe. This 
was another terrible shock and nearly killed 
her. She accepted the whole story as true.and 
could not be made to discredit it. She finally 
gave up all hopes and resigned herself to sad 
fate, and from that day tothis has lived true to 
the love she bore her husband and child. 

The Mystery Explained. 


At this late day the whole mystery has been 
explained and the son has been restored to his 
mother, not the little boy she loved so dearly, 
buta handsome, noble-looking young man 
twenty-six years old.

MSome time ago the real mother of the boy 
was induced to mail letters to all parts of the 
United States, telling the story of her life and 
making inquires about her son and husband. 
In some way the son came in possession of 
one of these letters. Something had oc- 
curred since his father’s death which aroused 
his suspicions, and the young man took the 
letters to an attorney. The attorney advised 
him to write tothe woman in Georgia. He 
did this, telling his supposed mother 
of hisaction. The woman protested against 
this proceeding, telling the young man that he 
was crazy, that she was his mother. 

In a short time after sending the letter the 
young m@gm received a reply, which contained 
unmistakable evidence that his real mother 
livedin Atlanta.

As if by 
some peculiar instinct, the moment his eyes 
fell on the grief-worn face awaiting with anx- 
ious heart his arrival, he knew it: was his 
mother, and in a moment he was held firmly 
to her bosom and covered with her tears 
of joy. 

The strange mystery has at last been ex- 
plained, and mother and son are reunited for 
the rest of their lives.

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FOR DEFENDING HIS WIFE 
‘The Trial of Mr. L, H. \Pattillo for the 
Killing of Hudson. 


Peta Ga., November 16.—[Special.]— 
: 6 trial of Mr. Lewis H. Pattillo, for the kill- 
ng Mr. Charles P. Hudson in this city on the 
2d of August, 1890, was commenced in the 
Superior court before Judge H. C. Roney this 
morning, 

To the indictment charging him with murder 
Mr. Pattillo pleaded not guilty. Solicitor 
General Boykin Wright is prosecuting Mr. 
Pattillo, who is ably defended by Judge Twiggs 
and Mr. Joe Lamar. No relatives of either 
Mr. Pattillo or of Mr. Hudson are represented 
at the trial. ° 

The jury was selected out of the first panel 
of forty-eight men, and ig composed of the 
following: D. G. Herken, William T. Conn, 
W. R. Stafford, H. K. Lowry, J. 8. Johnson, 
W.L..Dunhar, T. F. Turner, William ‘T, 
Byrd, Asa Rooks, James Croake, A. B. New- 
man, William S.}Hall. 

Mr. Wright, in outlining the  state’s 
case to the jury, claimed that the killing was 
unjustifiable, aud that Pattillo was alleged to 
be guilty. ' s 

Mr. Lamar, in stating the defenses of the 
case to the jury, claimed Pattillo’s right to act 
as he dia, which he claims was done under 
great provocation. Mr. Lamar stated Pattillo’s 
case led back to an unpleasant family trouble 
which caused him and his wife to separate, 
He claimed that though Mr, Pattillo, in the 
eve of the law, may not have had any legal 
right to interfere in his wife’s affairs, it was 
true that he was her lover, still had an interest 
mn her; that her disgrace and degradation 
would have been his. 

The Evidence Begius. 

The trial of the case then proceeded with 
the hearing of the state’s evidence. 

Mr, Macauley, who Mr. Hudson accompanied 
to The Chronicle oftice the night of the homi- 
cide, which was the first time Hudson and 
Pattillo saw each other, and which ied to their 
collision in the streets, where the 
duel was fought, was the first 
witness to testify. There was 
nothing sensational in any of the evidence 
yet given in,ana it is only a repetition of what 
was repoted at the preliminary trial. 

Before the adjournment of court at 3 o’clock 
this afternoon, the lawyers got into an argu- 
ment of a point of law regarding the admissi- 
bility as evidence of notes written by Pattillo to 
Mr. C, H. Gaylor. The state wanted the 
letters introduced to prove the temperainent 
of Pattillo, to show that he had ill feelings. to- 
wards any man who associated with his wife. 

Judge ‘I'wiggs, for the defense, argued to 
exclude the letters, as they had no bearing on 
the case. 

Judge Roney reserved his opinion in the 
matter until this morning, but intimated that 
he would decide against the admissibility of 
the testimony. 

, The Case Stated. 

The readers of Tak CONSTITUTION are 
all familiar with the cause of Mr. Pattillo’s 
killing Hadson. Mr. Pattillo was aggravated 
upon hearing that Hudson had calied on his 
wife at 2 o’clock in the morning, while she 
was Visiting in Augusta, and had boasted of 
the visit. Hucson further aggravated the 
matter by calling at The Chronicle office, and 
putting in his appearance in Mr. Pattillo’s 
desk -room. Pattillo then attempted to 
denounce Hudson, but Hudson had !eft upon 
advice,before Mr. Pattillo could confront him. 
The two men afterwards accidentally met on 
Broad street, and Mr. Pattillo denounced 
Hudson, when the latter drew a pistol and 
commenced firing. Pattillo returned the fire. 
Both revolvers were emptied at a distance of 
four feet. Pattillo was wounded, and Hudson 
killed. Mr. Pattillo is now in custody of 
Sheriff O’Connor at the Augusta hotel. The 
evidence for the defense will be introduced 
tomorrow, andis said to be overwhelming. 
Mr. Pattillo feels confident of acquittal and 
complete vindication. The general opinion is 
that a verdict of not guilty will be returned.

Two Black Men in Ware County Found 
Guilty of a Heinous Offense. 


Waycross, Ga., November 16.—[Special.]— 
Gus Roberts, the negro chargedj§with com- 
mitting an assault upon Mrs. Nancy Strick- 
land, in the lower part of Ware county, last 
July, and Benny Lucas, charged with a simi- 
lar assault upon acolored woman, in October, 
are confined in the Ware county 
jail. Gus Roberts was’ convicted and 
sentenced to be hanged December 15th. 
Benny Lucas was also found guilty with 
recommendations for merey.

The Waterworks Plan Consummated. 

With the purchase of the Green property, 
or probably what is better known as the 
Foster place, for the reservoir site, yester- 
day, the city completed its plan for the con- 


'. gtruction of the new waterworks. , 


_It was known for several days that the 
negotiations for the reservoir site were ap- 
proaching consummation, and there was 
lively interest in yesterday’s all-day session 
of the waterworks committee. So much 
depended onthe result of the negotiations 


that Tre CONSITUTION has refrained from

publishing probabilities, a statement of 
which might have interfered with the suc- 
cess of the negotiations. We give the news 
now when it is an accomplished fact, having 
been practically settled yesterday morning. 

It is good news—the best Atlanta has had 
formanya day. The.last feature of the 
plan has been perfected, and the last step 
has been taken in preparation for the build- 
ing of new waterworks. All that remains is 
for the-people to vote the bonds, and that 


seems assured. 
A clear idea of the general plan of the 


works was given in Sunday’s CoNnsTITU- 
TION, but there are several things to be said 
about the reservoir site. All the points Mr. 
Hutchison made in favor of a reservoir 
near the city limits apply with special force 
to the site selected. Located at the city 


_ limits on the belt railroad, it occapies the 


best position for fire pressure, and at the. 
same time has the advantage of a railroad 
track already built. The city will save $10 
& car on coal by dispensing with the drayage, 
which costs $1,500 a year. An important 
feature of the purchase is that it will be 
made with 44 percent bonds at par. The 
thoroughness and excellence of the plan 
were so ably shown by Chairman Hutchison 
in his interview of Sunday that itis unnec- 
essary to go into details again, but suffice it 
to say that the purchase of this reservoir site 
completes the plans for a waterworks sys- 
tem that will be acreditto Atlanta. The 
painstaking efforts of the water committee, 
the water commission, and of the whole 
city council, are above all praise. Fora long 
time Atlanta has been confronted by a 
knotty problem, and some time has been 
spent in|working it out, but at last we have 
a complete and satisfactory solution. We 
cannot grudge the time taken to bring about 
this result, and Atlanta will have great 
cause for congratulating herself when the 
bonds have been ordered by vote of the 
people. Thejwhole thing is now with them. 
All details of the plan and execution have 
been given to the public as fully and clearly 
“ plain English and good maps can make 
em. 

It would be hard to devise a better plan 
for waterworks, and there never was\a bet- 
ter time to build them. Iron is lowek than 
it has been in years, and the city had the 
option of buying pipe at the low price\ of 
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an opportunity for this work. The expen- 
sive trunk sewers will soon be completed, 
and the waterworks will be the only heavy 
undertaking on the city. The population 
has increased 10,000 within the past 
year, and the taxable property has 
reached the great total of . $48,- 
000,000. Some of our most conservative 
councilmen see no reason why the tax rate 
may not be reduced as soon as the water- 
works are completed; for it is calculated 
that they will be a source of increased reve- 
nue from the start. The consumption of 
water for manufacturing purposes will in- 
crease with great rapidity when we get a 
supply, and the employment of labor will be 
proportionately enlarged. In a word, the 
completion of the waterworks will mark an 
epoch in Atlanta’s history. 


Judge Hopkins On the Campaign. 

In another column will be found an 
admirable letter from Judge John L. 
Hopkins, chairman of the citizens’ execu- 
tive committee, . : 

Judge Hopkins in his. pointed and in- 
cisive way clearly outlines the issues of 
our municipal campaign. 

Our readers will agree with Judge 
Hopkins that nothing produces more 
strife and bitterness than the prohibition 
question. After two such campaigns, 
with their resulting ‘public calamities’’ 
in Atlanta, the judge believes in peace 
and harmony, especially at a time when 
the interests of the city demand the 
united efforts of our people. 

We cannot afford to waste our energies 
in attempting to enforce obnoxious laws 
not supported by public sentiment. Past 
experience teaches us that we can strictly 
regulate the liquor traffic, and Tur Con- 
STITUTION is in favor of the strictest 
sort of enforcement of the law. 

It is a hopeful sign of the times to 
see men like Judge Hopkins taking an 
active interest in our city politics. The 
wise and conservative views of one 
whose lofty character and fearless devo- 
tion to principle are so generally recog- 
nized cannot fail to do good. His plat- 
form is one upon which we should all 
get together and stand. In his terse lan- 
guage it is ‘‘Peace, harmony and reso- 
lute work for Atlanta!”’

This Is Not Rapid Transit. 

The through cross-town schedules of the 
consolidated lines do not seem to work well 
in the important matter of quickening the 
time from the suburbs tothe center of the 
city. 

A through schedule is operated from the 
Exposition mills to the cemetery on the 
Marietta and Decatur street lines, which are 
double-tracked the whole distance. 

A through schedule is also operated be- 
tween Inman Park and West End, via the 
Edgewood avenue and Whiteball street lines, 
which are double-tracked from the Rich- 
mond and Danville bridge on Edgewood 
avenue to the East Tennessee bridge on 
Whitehall street. From this point to the 
western limit in West End a single track is 
operated, as from the point where the double 
track ends on Eijgewood avenue to the 
Inman Park terminus. 

Experience demonstrates that either both 
lines ought to be double-tracked the whole 
distance, or the cross-town schedules should 
be abandoned and the artesian well or some 
central noint be made the city terminus for 
the two lines, each of which should run its 
own schedules, 

Since the cross-town schedule has been in 
operation between Inman Park and West 
End, there has not been a single day that it 
has not been badly disarranged. It does not 
infrequently happen that three cars are 
found massed at the point where the single 
track mects the double track on Whitehall 
streét. There is but one turnout between 
this point and the West End terminus, and 
the schedule of every car on the whole line 
depends upon the absolute accuracy of the 
connection of all cars due on this turnout. 
With so lowga trip to make and so many 
cars, itis almost impossible to make this 
meeting with any degree of regularity, and 
when one car, through accident or delay, 
gets behind, the whole schedule is thrown 


out. 

Very few people take advantage of the 
cross-town schedule, while hundreds are de- 
layed every day by the disarrangement of 
the schedule. 

It will be well for the Consolidated com- 
pany to consider this matter. Of course the 
company is anxious to serve the public to 
the best advantage, and it is to its interest 
to doso. Atlanta does not possess a better 
citizen than President Hurt, and the affairs 
of the company could not be placed in more 
responsible hands. He has never taken 
hoid of any enterprise that he did not push 
to success, and he will make such a record

Opinion of Senator Voorhees on New York's

From an Interview with Senator Voorhees. 

People who imagine that David B. Hill will 
be lost sight of in the senate are going to find 
themselves mistaken. I am not given to mak- 
ing exaggerated statements and I have had 
sufficient experience, I think, to judge men 
with some degree of accuracy. 

Governor Hill has the ability to take his 
place in the front rank of the senate the first 
day he takes his seat as. a member of that 
body. In my judgment he is the most accom- 
plished statesman this country has produced in 
forty years. He is the equal of the great 
Tilden in his prime and possesses an iufinitely 
greater degree of courage. If Mr. Tilden had 
had Hill’s courage in 1876 he would have achieved 
the presidency. Mr. Hill is a close student and 
a keen observer. There is nothing superficial 
about him. He is a strong partisan because he 
believes that the principles laid down by Jef- 
ferson and Madison and Jackson are eternally 
right. He is too broad to confine himself to one 
idea or hobby. 

Hill’s speech at the unveiling of the monn- 
ment to poor Grady was a masterpiece, and he 
delivered a speech of three-quar ers of an hour 
at a banquet in Atlanta that, if it had been 
delivered on the floor of the senate, would 
have made its author famous.

THE SITE SELECTED 
For the New Waterworks’ Big Reser- 
voir. 


THE GREEN LAND IS BOUGHT, 


And the Condemnation of Adjacent Prop- 
erty Provided For—The Bonds 
to Be Issued. 


The new waterworks are rapidly becoming 


a reality. 

They are now almost in sight. 

And the water board,waterworks committee 
and the mayor are working without rest to 


give Atlanta that which she needs above all 


things. 

Every day the new supply comes a step 
nearer. 

The board of water commissioners convened 
yesterjay morning to conclude its work in 
selecting a site for the reservoir. The full 
board was present, as was Mayor Hemphill 
and Mr. Hutchison, chairman of the water- 
works committee. 

The three sites which have been suggested 
and considered by the board were discussed at 
length. The board, after a lengthy investiga- 
tion, concluded that the Green site was the 
most suitable one, and decided to recommend 
to the genera) council its purchase. 

A paper contajning the facts, together with 
all the information in the possession of the 
board, was prepared and signed by the water 
board and the water committee and the mayor. 
Then Secretary Terry was instructed to pre- 
pare a letter to the general council recapitulat- 
ing the work of the board. 

During the session of the general council 
yesterday ‘afternoon the entire water board 
entered the chambér, Mr. Erwin, the presi- 
dent, carrying in his hand a roll of manuscript. 

The rules were suspended and the board was 


given the floor. 
The papers were passed up to Clerk Wood- 
ward, who read them. First came Mr. Terry’s 


letter. It was: 

ATLANTA, Ga., November 6, 1891.—The Honor- 
able Mayor and Council City of Atlanta—Gentle- 
men: At a call meeting of the board of water 
commissioners, held today at 10 o'clock, the fol- 
lowing resolution by Commissioner Hillyer was 
unanimously adopted: 

Resolved, That a report be made to the mayor 
and council that, after thorough investigation, 
this board is of opinion that either one of the two 
sites for the second pumping station and reservoir, 
known as the Dr. Green and the Elisworth sites 
respectively, is eligible and suitab!e for the pur- 
pose, and that we recommend council that full 
and final authority be vested in a committee of 
council or of this body to negotiate with the 
owners of these two properties and to close a trade 
with either of them, as may be found advantageous.

Secretary. 


Then came the report and recommendation, 


which read: 

ATLANTA, Ga., November 16, 1891.—Honorable 
Mayor and Council City of Atlanta.—Gentlemen : 
We, your joint committee, consisting of the 
board of water commissioners and the finance 
committee, to whom was referred the pending 
propositions for the purchase of reservoir sites 
and pumping stations, beg leave to report that the 
best offers we can obtain from the owners of the 
two competing sites are, that the owner of the 
Ellsworth site will not take pay in the 4 per cent 
currency bonds, but will take the new 414 per cent 
gold bonds at par, if authorized to be issued at 
the coming election. The owners of the Dr. Green 
site (with the exception of twenty-five small lots) 
offer to take the 4 per cent currency bonds at par 
in full for their property. We will thus pay for 
104 lots of various sizes, being fifty-seven acres, 
more or less, in the 4 per cent bonds, leaving only 
Say six acres, comprising the twenty-five lots 
above named, that will have to be paid for 
in money; twelve of them will have to be con- 
demned. We have options on the other thirteen, 
which we herewith file, and we think the figures 
reasonable, except as to lot No. 106. We estimate 
that $5,600 will more than pay all the condemna- 
tion money on the twelve lots. We also file here- 
with the original options and maps on which we 
have acted, and we append hereto a schedule of 
the different lots and owners, and have had the 
city engineer to mark inred ink on the map or 
diagram the boundaries of the Jand to be acquired, 
except as noted below, designating the lots need: 
ing to be condemned with a X mark; those on 
which we have options, with the letter O.and X 
mark in red ink; all others within the boundary 
being those to be paid for in 4 per cent currency 
bonds. 

We recommend the purchase of this, being 
what is known as the Dr. Green site, as 
marked on the accompanying diagram, being 
about sixty-three acres, more or less, 
at approximately the price of $75,370, and that to 
thisend all the pending options herewith re- 
ported and laid on your table, including those to 
be paidforin4vercent bonds, be accepted and 
that the council order appropriate proceedings 
for condemning the twelve lots, as to which the 
owners being non-resident or inaccessible, we 
have been unable to obtain options, 

After a most careful examination of the subject, 
Sar committee is agreed that this site bas the 
1ighest elevation, the largest, capacity, is nearest 
the center of the city, admits of easiest means of 
payment, and although primary cost of land 
would be Jess at the Ellsworth site, yet gradin 
and excavation there would cost much more, and, 
this, with the ovher advantages above named, 
turns the scale in favor of the Dr. Green site. 
The former will admit of only one 
reservoir; the latter will admit of two, 
and if both be built the storage capacity on the 
Dr. Green site will be nearly three hundred mill- 
ion gallons, or more than double what is possible 
at the Ellsworth site. 

Your committee is unanimously of. opinion 
that the Dr. Green site should be accepted. We 
are building not alone for ourselves, but for our 
children; not alone for today, but for the Atlanta 
of the future.

Macon, Ga., November 16.—[{Special.]—It 
pow develops that the recent convention of 
the Episcopal church here, in which Mr. Nel- 
son was elected bishop, was quite an interest- 


ing one. 

Indeed, the inside history of the convention 
is just coming to light, and an interesting chap- 
ter it makes. 

There were some scenes in the convention 
that are being talked about quite freely by the 
members of the church now. 

The first was in the meeting of the clergy. 
Rev. Mr. Neison’s name had been proposed 
and he was being discussed. Rev. Mr. White, 
of Savannah, was asked about Mr. Nelson. 
He stated that he had known him for years; 
he was a good man, but not a particularly fine 
preacher. Indeed, his most intimate friends 
had never held that he was. 

In reply tothis, Rev. Mr. Barrett, of Atlanta, 
took the floor and stated, in a rather jocular 
vein, that he had known Mr. White for many 
years. Hohad once been his roommate, and 
that he was possessed of a faculty of criticising 
everybody. He stated that often he had gone 
to sleep at nights listening to Mr. White criti- 
cising persons, and that it was a habit with 
him. 

Then Mr. White took the floor to reply, &nd 
the others pricked up their ears, for they ex- 
pected a@ warm discussion. Mr. White told 
of Bishop Wilmer, of Alabama, coming to him 
and asking his opinion of two clergymen in the 
church. One was Rey. Mr. Jackson, of Vir- 
ginia, whom he pronounced a most excellent 
man. The other was Rev. Mr. Barrett, 
who he said he had told the bishop he 
had known for many years, but had never 
known him to hold to the same opinion on 
any one subject for twenty-four hours. 

Mr. Barrett made no reply to this, and the 
controversy ended. 

Mr. Williams’s Objection. 

The most interesting part of the proceedings 

“of the convention was when Rey. Mr. Will- 
iams, of Augusta, and others objected to mak- 
ing the election of Mr. Nelson unanimous. 

The story of the proceedings and Mr. Will- 
jams’s reasons for his objections was told in de- 
tail today by one of the friends of the Augusta 
clergyman who thinks Mr. Williams’s position 
in the matter has been misrepresented by cer- 
tain parties.

One of the Notorious Trio Captured in 
Atlanta 


ESCAPES FROM THE NASHVILLE JAIL. 


The Method a Bold and Cool ,One—The 
Sheriff Offers a Hundred Dollars Out 
of His OwnjPocket for His Arrest. 


Thomas C. Boalan, alias Clayton, alias 
Bacon, is once more at liberty. 

The accused mail robber, with a national 
notoriety, effected his escape from the Nash- 
ville jail yesterday afternoon. 

His pian was concocted and executed in the 
saine bold, daring, shrewd way that has char- 
acterized the many robberies with which he is 
charged. 

After a careful and hard search the badly 
wanted man was caught a few days ago in 
Atlanta. 

When everything seemed final for his con- 
viction, he once more gained his freedom and 
now the search must be renewed. 

A Nashville special tells the story of his 
escape as follows: 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., November 16.—[Special.] 
After six days in the Nashville jail Thomas 
C. Boalan alias Clayton made his escape this 
afternoon. 

His scheme was a bold: one, deliberately 
planned and coolly executed, 

At 5 o’clock the negro cook and a trusty 
named Jim Streeter took the prisoners’ supper 
to the second floor of the jail. They locked 
themselves in, removed the key from the lock 
and began dishing out the supper to the 
inmates. Boalan, who was at large on the 
second floor with the other prisoners, stepped 
up to the cook and said; 

“Give me the key, the clerk is at the door 
and wants to get in.’’ 

Never suspecting but that Boalan was tell- 
ing the truth, the negro handed him the key. 
Boalan walked quietly to the door, unlocked 
it, opened it, stepped out, and, closing it, 
noiselessly bounded down the steps which 
led directly to the street entrance. The door 
here was not fastened, and, quickly throwing 
it open, he sprang out and held the door 
closed until he had succeeded in opening the 
iron gate which was simply thrown ie a lever. 

Boalan darted down Front street towards 
Broad and escaped. He had reached the 
street before the cook noticed his absence, 
and when the alarm was given the first ones 
to reach the street saw Boalan nearly six hun- 
dred yards away and running for dear life. 
Jim Streeter, the negro trusty, bounded down 
the stairway as soon as he realized Boalan’s 
escape and gave chase. 

He is probably still chasing him, as he has 
to date forgotten to return. It1s thought he 
was in collusion with Boalan. 

Will Kemper, the clerk, was in the office at 
the time of the escape and Boalan had to pass 
by the open door. This he did so quietly that 
he knew nothing of the escape until the cook 
gave the alarm. 

Sheriff Hill says be would rather have given 
$1,000 than have Boalan escape and personally 
he has offered $100 reward. Boalan is tne 
first man who ever escaped from the jail, 
which is of steel and mob proof. It is said that 
Boalan was to have been removed to a sepa- 
rate individual cell tomorrow. ° 

Boalan had been in jail here since Jast Tues- 
day. He, with Charles Hubbard, alias Char- 
ley Diamond, and J. K. Stratton, was arrested 
at the Folsom house in Atlanta November 24d, 
Inspectors Williams and Holmes making the 
arrest. He was one of the gang of mail 
robbers who has led the government officers 
such a chase since August, 1890. Henry Arm- 
strong is another.member of the gang which, it 
is thought, has stolen forty or fifty thousand 
dollars in the past year. Their 
method was to knock the lock off 
a street box, have a_ “key fitted 
and make depredations on other boxes. Checks 
were altered so as to be made collectable. 

The charge against Boalan here was robbing 
the mail box at the corner of Church and 
Market streets of letterscontaining two checks 
signed by Morris & White, wholesale grocers. 
One was for $640, — to an {ndianapolis 
firm, which he altered and collected. The 
other was for $380, payable to a Cincinnati 
house. This Boalan sent the bank bya district 
messenger boy, but the teller detected the al- 
teration. An attempt was made to capture 
Boalan but he caughton and escaped. This 
occurred in September.

THE JUDGE'S REPLY 


To Rey. Sam Small’s Challenge to 
Debate 


THE PENDING LIQUOR QUESTION. 


It Is a Letter Full of Wisdom and Good 
Advice—The Registration 
Going On. 


Judge Hopkins sent his reply to Sam 
Small’s letter yesterday morning. 

That reply should be read by every citi- 
zen of Atlanta. 

It is a letter characteristic of the man. 
Tersely and without wasting a word, Judge- 
Hopkins goes at the very root of the 
present campaign and the issues—fancied 
and real. His reasons for opposing agitation 
will be endorsed by everybody who has the 
real good of Atlanta at heart. 

Here is Judge Hopkins’s letter. 

Judge Hopkina’s Letter. 

ATLANTA, Ga., November 16, 1891.—Rev. 5am 
W. Small—My Dear Sir: Your communication of 
the 14th instant addressed to me as “Chairman of 
the committee of one hundred,” has been re- 
ceived. In it you propose a joint discussion “of 
the issues of the present city campaign,”’ and state 
that the action of the committee of one hundred 
“clearly defines the liquor issue as the only con- 
tention in the canvass and election.’’ Your 
proposition is, then, that you and I should meet in 
joint debate and discuss the “liquor question”’ be- 
fore the people of Atlanta. In respectfully de- 
clining I must be permitted to state my position 
in reference to the matter referred to. 

First, allow me to state, that all my life I have 
been against barrooms and the sale and improper 
use of intoxicating liquors. IfI had the power, 
I would lift the curse in all its forms from my 
fellow men, This view so long entertained, is not 
likely to be changed, but, in bitter desappoint- 
ment, I have more than once been taught that I 
was not to have my way about it. Not despairing, 
but hoping still, I long ago settled down into the 
belief that if I could not drive it out and away, 
the next best thing to do was to restrain and con- 
trol it as far as might be. 

The “liquor question” is one that always 
arouses passion, and there is no subject that’ will 
produce more strife and bitterness. We have had 
two such experiences in Atlanta. At the close of 
the first, liquor was voted out; at the close of the 
second, it was voted back. The dissensions then 
produced were public calamities. 3 

Alaw that is not supported by public senti- 
ment cannot be successfully executed. When it 
relates to a matter entering into tlie every-day 
life of a people, and directly affects every one, it 
cannot be satisfactorily enforced if it be approved 
by only a small majority of the people. That was 
our condition in prohibition time. It was a con- 
stant struggle in the courts to prevent violations 
of the law. The liquor interest was strong enough 
to prevent the law from having a fair trial, and at 
last broke it down. There is no disguising the 
fact that, at present, prohibition in Atlanta is im- 
possible. First, because in all probability a ma- 
jority could not be had to adopt it; and secondly, 
if a majority could be had, the condition is such 
as to render its efficient enforcement impossible. 
The fruitless attempt to enforce an obnoxious law 
always carries with it a train of evils that are 
greatly to be deplored. 

I have never known in Atlanta greater need of 
united effort,on the part of her people, than 
now. Her marvelous growth has been such as to 
require miles upon miles of paved streets, side- 
walks and sewers, andanew supply of water is 
imperatively demanded. These public works 
have to be carried on and accomplished. They 
have become necessities. The burthen imposed 
by them on the people will be great. 
point toatrial period in our history. We are 
putting off the old and putting on the new. It 
comes upon us at an unpropitious time. We are 
but just emerging from atime of great general 
depression. Atlanta has felt it sorely. Not like 
most other cities, perhaps, but still she has suf- 
fered greatly. Soitis that, when least able to 
carry it, the city i8 subjected to an unusual 
burthen. There is but one way to carry it—har- 
mony and united effort are indispensable. It is 
no time for jdissension, and, least of all, such dis- 
sension as the “‘liquor question”’ brings. 

Such being the condition, a movement was 
started to present a citizens’ ticket composed of 
men who were opposed to a present agitation of 
the liquor question, and who could be relied on to 
administer the affairs of the city honestly, effi- 
ciently and economically. With that movement I 
sympathized, and I consented to serve on the 
committee of fifteen from the fourth ward. The 
committee of one hundred did me the honor of 
calling me to preside over its deliberations. In 
acknowledging that I made the remarks you refer 
to, Iplead for peace among the people and united 
faithful effort in the public service. One thing 
that greatly pleased me was the fact that during 
that meeting no reflection was cast upon any one, 
and no unkind word was uttered by any delegate. 

In spirit and in action,so far as I know, or 
could see, it was a purely business meeting, seek- 
ing to promote the public interest. As such I 
participated init. Iwas made chairman of the 
executive committee, but itis my purpose to re- 
tire from it, and Isoinformed the gentlemen be- 
fore leaviug the room at the close of the meeting. 
I shall retire because it is not in my line of busi- 
ness, and I have no time to devote toit. I believe 
this movement right; I think 1t best for the city, 
and therefore desire its success. That I was 
chairman of the committee of one hundred does 
not make me in apy sense a representative 
of it. It has no _ representative; it is 
the people. I am for peace, harmony and 
resolute work for Atlanta. I do not clearly see 
my way to either peace or harmony, by accepting 
your invitation to a joint discussion of the liquor 
question. On the contrary, I see,as the inevit- 
able and immediate result of sucha course, the 
beginning of a strife that would alienate friends, 
divide our people, and impede our progress. The 
course I pursue I deem wisest at presentin deal- 
ing with the whisky evil. lt seems to me to be all 
that can be accomplished now. I think it inop- 
portune to attempt more under exciting circum- 
stances. 

You are quite right in supposing that I have for 
the body you represent the respect which their 
characters and past services for good, in public 
and private, merit. You have at your back some 
of the best men in Atlanta, and you cannot more 
highly esteem them than I do. No mere difference 
of opinion can lessen my regard for them. With 
me their great personal worth, and the courage 
with which they adhere to what they think is 
right, more than half redeems what I, in all kind- 
ness, believe to be the unwise course they pursue. 

I highly appreciate the complimentary terms in 
which your communication is expressed, and I 
thank you. Allow me to say, that in declining I 
have but one —. which is, that 1t loses me the 
opportunity of hearing a splencid address from 
one so highiy gifted as yourself.

He Went Too Soon. 

Scott Wimbish is an ordinary Atlanta 
“coon.” A few months ago Judge Clark 
gave him a sentence to the Georgia peniten- 
tiary on accountof some slight misconduct on 
Scott's part. Scott’s attorney made an appeal 
for a new trial, which has not yet been heard. 

A few days ago the penitentiary authorities 
carried several convicts away from the Fulton 
county jail and among them was the hero of 
this story. He made no resistance, although 
he had an appeal fora new trial pending a 
hearing, gladly donning the stripes of pena 
servitude. 

Judge Clark has asked the governor to have 
the prematurely made convict returned to the 
Fulton county jail. An order to this effect 
was issued yesterday by the governor and Scott 
will be brought back, and may get a new trial 
and be acquitted of the charge of which he 
was convicted. 

The Trustees Selected. 

Under a bill passed at the last session of the 
legislature, a branch of the State university, 
to be known as the State Normal school, was 
established. It is to be established in the old 
Rock college and governed by five trustees, 
two of whom are to be the commissioner of 
education and the chancellor of the State 
university. 

Governor Northen yesterday appointed the 
remaining three. ; 

Professor W. H. Baker, superintendent of 
the public schools of Savannah, was appointed 
for two years. 

Dr. A. J. Battle, principal of Shorter col- 
lege, for four years. 

Professor Lawton B. Evans, superintendent 
of the public schools of Savannah, for six 
years. 

Fulton Tax Figures. 

Fulton county’s genial and efficient tax 
collector, Mr. A. P. Stewart, yesterday made 
his final settlement with Comptroller General 
Wright, for the tax moneys collected for 1890. 

Some interesting figures, showing a great 
increase in values, and great decrease in the 
nuimnber and amount of insolvent taxpayers, 
were shown. 

The general tax for 1890 was $185,168.62 ; 
poll tax, $6,414; general tax collected, not on 
digest, $2,448.81; poll tax, not on digest, 
$4.68; insolvent general tax, $1,687.28; in- 

solvent poll tax, $527; total tax collected, 
$194,449.43, 

Report of 1889 shows insolvent general tax, 
$1,801.96; insolvent poll tax, $626; general 
tax collected, $165,070.91; poll tax, $5,581. 

Report of 1888: General tax collected, $105,- 
861.15; capital tax, $23,101; poll tax, $5,036; 
insolvent, $3,244; insolvent poll tax, $697. 

By a comparison of these figures a gratify- 
ing increase is shown in taxable values and a 
corresponding decrease in the amount of the 
insolvent list.

Methodist Ministers Discuss the City 
Campaign. 


AND THE TWO RECENT FIGHTS. 


Which They Characterize as Disgraceful 
Fisticuffs—W ar to Be Waged from 
the Pulpits Against Saloons. 


The Methodist ministers had a lively debate 
yesterday over the way in which the clergy 
should take partin the city campaign. Rev. 
Walker Lewis brought on the discussion by 
offering the following resolutions: 

Whereas, The city of Atlanta has beforerit in 
the coming municipal election but one overshad- 
owing issue—barrooms or no barrooms—an issue 
separate from all political alliances and removed 
from all party ends. 

And, whereas, The church is committed by its 
vows and calling to wage an unceasing warfare 
upon the saloon as apy other ee: the more so 
since this evil is the cause of countiess other 
crimes, and is an accursed wrong to the young and 
a disgrace to che city, 

Resolved, therefore, That our sense of ministerial 
fidelity will not allow us to keep silent and in- 
active in a contest when the best interests of both 
worlds are being endangered by the possible suc- 
cess of a movement which has as its paramount 
object the continuance of a business that hurts 
every other business and corrupts and dammns 
men. 

Resolved, further, That we have no idea of ceas- 
ing to assault this murderous evil until it is sup- 
pressed by the final peg of the ballot box, 
and are perfectly willing to Pghs it out through 
the century, year after year, or longer, if its sup- 
pression takes longer time, and will interest our 
to consider first of all in this matter our 

oyalty to Christ and our duty to men. 

This motion was seconded by Rev. 8S. R. 
Belk, whereupon Rev. Drs. Anderson, Scott 
and Lee objected to portions of their phrase- 
ology. 

Dr. Anderson thought that their verbiage 
would not help the prohibition cause; that it 
would not be wise to go on the platform and 
assert that the friends of the ‘‘citizens’”’ ticket 
were not good men andable men. Hethought 
that such a policy would not disintegrate the 
opposition, but rather compact them. He 
thought that bitter words were not the way to 
wise victories. 

Dr. Scott argued that while on the abstract 
question they are a unit, and unalterably op- 
posed to saloons, he doubted if, as a body of 
ministers, they were called upon to shape, 
much less to dictate the municipal policy of 
the city. ‘‘As citizens, we havea right to vote 
according to our bonest convictions. By all 
means fight the saloons, but let us not doit on 
the platform, but from the pulpit. Many good 
people are enemies to the saloon and friends of 
prohibition who are opposed tothe present agi- 
tation of the question. Already we have had 
two disgraceful street fights, and unless a bet- 
ter spirit prevails we will have such bloody 
contlicts as occurred in Philadelphia during 
the know nothing excitement many years ago.”’ 

Dr. Lee said that he was a pro- 
hibitionist, but he saw no advantage 
in referring to license saloons, if at the same 
time we authorized the wholesale traffic. In 
Rome that policy was adopted, and he thought 
that the system worked badly, and that drunk- 
enness was stimulated by it. 

So much dissatisfaction was expressed with 
the resolutions in their original shape that 


Dr. Lewis amended them by eliminating the 


most objectionable features. 

Dr. Anderson remarked after the adjourn- 
ment that the resolutions, as adopted, placed 
them on the basis of the Methodist discipline 
and the conference minutesof that church. 
At the close of the discussion, which was well 
tempered throughout, the resolutions were 
adopted.

$0 THE GENERAL COUNCIL SAYS, 


The Body Meets in Regular Session and 
Authorizes the. New Fire Building. 
Petitions and Resolutions. 


Mr. Murphy, the junior member from the 
fourth ward, was the only absentee during the 
session of the general council yesterday after- 


noon. 
The session opened brightly and briskly, but 
when it closed the members were weary and 


worn out. 

Soon after the roll cali had been finished the 
rules were suspended and the floor was given 
Judge John L. Hopkins. Judge Hopkins was 
present to represent the Atlanta university 
relative to the removal of the bridge over 
Hunter street. He recounted the facts con- 
nected with the construction of the bridge 
and declared that its removal would be a 
great injustice. 

“Back in '72, when that bridge was built,” 
said the judge, “an agreement was entered 
into between the city and the university, and 
now the city seeks to destroy that agreement. 
The university allowed the. city to extend 
Hunter street through its grounds and then 
built the bridge over the cut, reserving that 
right. Now the bridge is worn and the uni- 
versity has made a contract for a new bridge— 
an iron one. But you have ordered the old 
bridge removed and declared that another 
should not be erected. In view of the original 
contract that is wholly wrong, and I think you 
should reconsider your action. The noise com- 
plained of will not exist after the new bridge 
goes up, and it will be a structure satisfactory 


to every one.” 

“Tl move,” said Mr. Lambert, ‘‘to reconsider 
our former action. I have investigated the 
matter fully and I find no complaint against 
the bridge. I think we should grant the pe- 
tition.” 

“Agchairman of the bridge committee,” 
said Mr. Turner, “I desire to say that we had 
two petitions before us. One was against the 
bridge declaring ita nuisance. For my part 
I have no objection to the bridge and shall 
vote for the reconsideration.” 

The former action was reconsidered and the 
matter was recommitted to the bridge com- 


mittee. 
Another Street Car Line. 


The Atlanta, Hapeville and Manchester 
railway line presented a petition for permission 
to construct a line through the waterworks 
property. With the petition was a paper 
conveying the consent of the water board, that 
body having investigated the matter. The 
petition was granted.

The Edison Electric Light Company was 
given permissionto erect poles and stretch 
wires along Alabama, Broad, Wall, Pryor, 
Peachtree, Whitehall, Marietta and Decatur 
streets in order to supply light and power. 

Holding Up Fi. Fas. 


The Loyd street colored church, through a 
member, asked the council to exempt the 
property from sale for sewer assessment 
charged against it, the marshal having adver- 
tised the church for sale.

Mr. Hendrix offered a resolution, allowing 
the property owners 25 cents a foot for the 
macadam taken from Whitehall street. 

“Asa matter of equity,’’he said, ‘I think 
they are entitled to it. They paid for the 
macadain, andif they take it away and useit 
in another place they should have something 
for it because they paid for it when it went 
down, and ijt is theirs by purchase.’’

PREACHER VS. SALOONIST, 


The Rev. Sam W. Small Sues Thomas A. 
Minor for Damages. 

The Rev. Samuel W. Small has instituted a 
suit for $5,000 damages against Thomas A. 
Minor, the Decatur street saloonist, who as- 
saulted him in the barber shop last week. 

The declaration was filed late yesterday af- 
ternoon by Mr. Frank Arnold in the office of 
the clerk of the city court, The document is 
so blurred and blotted as to be well nigh illeg- 
ible. Indeed, TH& CoNsTITUTION reporter 
who examined it had to call inan expert to as- 
sist him in deciphering it. Mr. Arnold’s clerk 
was so impatient to file the paper before the 
oftice closed that he did not wait for the ink 
to dry. 

Dr. Holliday remarked, ‘‘This is rathera 
wet document under the circumstances.”’ 

The declaration says: 

‘‘Whereas, on the 12th day of November, 
1891, the defendant, Thomas A; Minor, a man 
of large physique and great physical strength, 
did maliciously and without cause, assault and 
beat your petitioner, whoisa minister of the 
gospel, of slight stature and physically infirm, 
by approaching your petitioner in a barber 
shop, seizing him by the throat with one hand, 
while he beat him in the face with the other, 
and throwing him upon the floor with great 
force. Said defendant continued to beat said 
petitioner with his fists, and finally by-stand- 
ers interfered and by force pulled off the de- 
fendant. 

‘*But, before said petitioner was out of reach 
of the said defendant, he maliciously and 
viciously kicked at your petitioner with one of 
his heavy-shoed feet and struck him upon the 
lower lip, severely cutting it and entirely 
knocking out one of petitioner's teeth, causing 
him great pain and suffering.’”’ 

The declaration goes on: ‘The said assault 
of the said defendant upon said petitioner 
caused his clothing to be much soiled and 
otherwise injured, and his spectacles to be 
broken to pieces, to the damage of $50.’’ 

It further shows that Minor is a saloon 
keeper; that he was not knownto the peti- 
tioner. Thepetitioner, the paper goes ou to 
relate, is a preacher of the Methodist church, 
and is largely interested in evangelical and 
prohibition work, under the control of the 
American Mission Hoard. “To have been 
beaten by a person of Minor’s stamp and char- 
acter is mortifying in the extreme, and has 
entailed upon petitioner great mental an- 
guish.”

ful Convention. 


AN ADDRESS BY DR, J. B. SHEARER. 


A Case to Test the Organic Law—Report 
from the South Atlantic University—Res- 
olutions of Thanks Adopted. 


The synod of Georgia, after four days of 


session, closed yesterday at 3 o’clock. ; 

It was, all things considered, a memorable 
and successful convention. 

It was the largest assemblage of synod del- 
egates ever held. by the Georgia Presbyterians, 

A general spirit of enthusiasm pervaded the 
whole body, and the policy of the meeting was 
strongly for enterprise and vigorous work in 
all departments of the church’s work. 

The members of the board of regents of the 
proposed South Atlantic university reported, 
One meeting of the board had occurred since 
the last synod, at which bids were received by 
various places for the location of the new 
institution, 

Spartanburg, 8.C,, Augusta and LaGrange, 
Ga., and other places, made flattering offers, 
but no site had been selected. 

The South Atlantic university. is the pro- 
posed great university which the Presbyterians 
of the southeastern states expect tofound. It 
will be of superior grade to the best educa- 
tional institutions now existing in this section, 
but will not conflict with the other colleges of 
the church in the south. 

Dr. J. B. Shearer, president of Davidson 
college, madea very strong speech on the 
need of under-grade schools and academies, all 
over the south, under control of the Presbyte- 
rian church. He urged thacthe establishment 
of a large number of such would be a twofold 
benefit. Said he: : 

“First, they would act as steady feeders to 
the colleges and universities already existing. 
They would also bring together and ground 
well in the rudiments of* education a large 
number of young men, who would eventually 
enter the higher grade schools to prepare 
for the ministry. Secondly, such schools, if 
open to both sexes, would prove invaluable 
auxiliaries to the ministers in their various 
fields of work. Preachers are, primarily, 
teachers, and their effectiveness would doubt- 
less be increased a hundred fold if the minis- 
try was backed by a widespread system of 
schools under church government and in 
which the Bible would be used as a text, 
book.” 

The committee on synodical evangelization 
was partly reorganized. Rev Mr. Groves, of 
Decatur resigned as chairman of the commit- 
tee; Dr. E. H. Barnett was elected a meinber 
and installed as chairman, and Dr. F. R Beat- 
tie, of the Columbia Theological seminary, 
was added to the committee. 

Rev, T. M. Lowrie, of Augusta, was elected 
synodical agent for foreign missions. It is 
thought he willaccept. His office will bea 
systematic and rigorous canvass of every 
Presbyterian congregation in Georgia in the 
interests of the foreign missionaries. 

Two hours of this session were consumed in 
debating a point of law. It was the case of J. 
V. Montgomery and others, of the Flemington 
church, against the presbytery of Savannah, 


‘The case is not an important one, involving 


only a dispute between the church and one 
elder, but it is of interest for the precedent 
which will be established by it. 

The trouble arising, the matter was referred 
to the presbytery, as the church session did 
not care to take the responsibility of settling 
it. But the presbytery aiso declined to assume 
original jurisdiction over the case because of 
the absence of important papers. It then be- 
ing referred to the present synod, the com- 
plaint of Montgomery was sustained, and the 
presbytery directed to weigh and settle the 
case. 

Allthe members of the presbytery of Sa- 
vannah being present, a meeting was called 
after this action and an appeal was taken to 
the general assembly. 

Unanimous resolutions of thanks were 
passed by a rising vote for the geverous hos- 
pitality accorded the delegates in the Decatur 
homes. 

The synod then adjourned sine die to meet 
in Cartersville next year, November 9th, at 7 
o’clock p. m. 

Anumber of the delegates are spending 
today in Atlanta.

Last Night, 


TO GIVE EXHIBITIONS OF THEIR SKILL. 


A Splendid Evening’s Entertainment It 
Will Be—Something About the 
Two Contestants.

The two great billiardists, Ives and Schaefer, 
the one the champion of America, the other of 
the world, are in Atlanta. 

They arrived.in the city at 6:40 o’clock last 
evening from Chattanooga, where they gave 
an exhibition on Friday and Saturday nights. 

This evening they will appear before an At- 
lanta audience at Concordia dancing hall. 

The two men were preceded by their man- 
ager,.Mr. Charles J. E. Parker, of Chicago, 
whacame on to make all pfeliminary arrange- 
ments. 

Their engagement here has been looked for- 
ward to with a great deal of interest by loval 
lovers of the game. . 

The game tonight will open with 200 points, 
straight rail, which will, in all probability, last 
but about twenty minutes. 

An ordinary player would hardly finish it in 
an hour and a half, 

Then the two billiardists will startin ona 
1,200, balk line. Four hundred points wiil be 
played each hnigit, and at the close of each 
evening’s play the position of the balls will be 
marked, and the play resumed just as the con- 
testants left off. : 

Thursday will decide the winner. 

Fhen will follow fancy shots by both players. | 
These will consist of draws, spreads, drives 
and masses, which will form an unusually 
pretty exhibition. 

This will conclude an entertainment of 
about two hours and a half. 

Schaefer and Ives will both play in full 
dress and everything will be conducted in the 
most pleasing manner. 

The present tour of the two billiardists be- 
ganon November Ist in Chicago. Atlanta, 
Chattanooga and Nashville are the three 
southern points on the route. From here 
Schaefer and Ives will return to Chicago and 
on December 22d, the former will play Slosson 


e@ for the championship of the world. 


Ives will then challenge the winner for that 
title. 

Who They Are. 

Schaefer is undoubtedly the best known 
knight of the cue living. His professional 
career dates back to 1873, when he was _ nine- 
teen years old. 

His first game of much prominence was in 


-1878 in St. Louis. There he engaged in a 


tournament with Ludoiphe, Slosson,~ Dion, 
McCreary and Gallagher, the foremost billiard- 
ists of the world, and gained first prize. ‘ Then 


Slosson and Dion played against himself and | 
Gallagher and he made more points than all /{ 


three together. 

The following year he won the champion- 
ship of the world ina tournament with the 
two Dions,Garner, Rudolphe, Sexton, Slosson 
and Heiser. This was at straight rail. 

Then Slosson challenged him for the title 
and Schaefer ;made a 1,000 points in runsof 5, 
690,305, while Siosson ran up 44. 

In 1883 he won the world’s championship at 
eight-inch balk line. Slosson challenged -him 
at this in 1854 and was easily defeated. 

The following year ,{Shaefer crowned his 
record by winning a similar title at fourteen- 
inch balk line, with Slosson and Vignaux. 
There were two ties, butj finally Schaefer 
triumphed. 

Last year he played McCreary in San Fran 
cisco and in the fourth inning made a run of 
3,000 points. ~ 

Ives is but twenty-three years of age, but 
his career is an extremely varied one. : 

He was atone time a jockey. Thenhe be- 
caine a bicyclist; and won the fancy and fast 
championships of the state of Illinois. Roller 
skating next attracted his attention, and he 
won the championship of his state at this. 

His first appearance in the billiard world 
was in 1887, when he was nineteen years of 
age. Hemet Slosson in Chicago in a handi- 
cap tournament and defeated him. Two years 
ago Ives played with Schaefer, Slosson, Daly, 
Heiser and Catton, and came out third. In 
the same year he participated with the same 
men and came out second. 

He won the championship of America in 
April slast, when Carter succumbed to his 
skill. On October 28th he made the largest 
average On record in a match game, fourteen- 
inch balk line. * «

THE NEW YORK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, November 16.—The stock market today 
was quiet to dull, and in the main was heavy, espe- 
ciaily in.the forenoon, a better fecling prevailing later 
inthe day. Wall street has been much interested to- 
day in the operations in Delaware and Hudson, and 
the result generally arrived at is that the decline is 
due to the fact that Mr. Webb, having tried in vain to 
geta place in the directory of the company, has 
parted with his stock. The other Coalers were again 
weak, however, in sympathy, but in no case did the 
finel loss exceed a fraction. There was good buying 
today in Chicago, Burlington and Quincy, Lake Shore 
and Wheeling and Lake Erie stocks and Atchison. 
The igcrease in the dividend in Burlington did much 
to rally the general list after the decline of the fore- 
noon, and increasing the business done in that stock 
to comparatively large proportions. The selling of 
Delaware and Hudson took the stock down to118',, 
but it recovered later to 1204, closing witha net loss 
of 244 per cent for the day. The general market 
opened guiet and weak on selling by foreigners, which 
induced the traders to throw over their stock bought 
on Saturday, and, no material support forthcoming, 
hammering was indulged in toward noon, withthe re- 
sult of bringing ail the active shares down large irac- 
tions. The afternoon saw a better feeling, however, 
and everything traded in recovered somewhat, though 
allthe losses were not recovered, Duliness became 
the most prominent feature of the market, notwith- 
standingthe buying and selling of Coalers, and the 
close was dull but steady to firm at small fractional 
losses for the day. The transactions in listed stocks 
reached only 172,000 shares.

Phosphate, Oranges and the Tourists Will

Mr. H. B. Plant, the many times millionaire 
president and principal “owner of the Plant 
railway and steamship lines, arrived in At- 
lanta yesterday from Montgomery. He 
traveled in his private car accompanied by 
Mrs. Plant ana his secretary. Mr. Plant has 
been in the south for four weeks traveling ovey 
his several railroads and looking after his 
various properties. He is now on his way 
back north. His home is in New York. 

Time has siivered his hair, but the years 
leave scarcely any other imprint of their pass- 
ing. Mr. Plant is one of the first in the morn- 
ing at his office on West Twenty-third street 
and he works steadily at his desk all day. 

To a CONSTITUTION reporter he said last 
night that he found his railroads in better 
physical condition than they were last year. 
They were all satisfactory. Heis having one 
extension built up into the phosphate region 
of Florida. That state’s phosphate mining 
and manufacturing industry is growing 
steadily. England is buyingin large quanti- 
ties. Last week a cargo of 2,000 tons was 
cleared from Port Tampa_ for London. Mr. 
Plant stated that he meta number of English 
capitalists in Fiorida who are interested in the 
phosphate beds aud all of them had faith in 
the success of the business. 

Some disappointments have been ex- 
perienced in results but Mr. Plant 
thinks that those were due tothe process of 
manipulating the phosphate. . Changes are 
being made in the method of manipulating 
with better results. é' 

Tampa is a convenient port for exporting 
the ore to Europe. 

Fernandina and Savannah are shipping 
gowe of it abroad and some of it is coming to 
Atlanta far manufacture. 

Tourist travel promises to be heavy this com- 
ing winter. Mr. Plant’s agents inform him 
that Florida’s beautiful hotels are being pre- 
pared to accominodate arush of guests. Mr. 
Piant’s new and costly hotel at Tampa, which 
was so highly complimented : last winter, will 
be maintained as one of the most excellent 
houses in Aiferica. 

From her orange crop, tourist travel and 
phosphate mines Florida expects to get a large 
revenue within the next tive months, and get 
back on her feet. ; 

Mr. Plant will spend today in Augusta and 
tomorrow in Charleston.

: Biny Has Skipped with the Cash, the Play- 
ers Are in the Soup, and Manager 
Kleibacher Mourns, 


Billy Emerson, the minstrel, and his aggre- 
gation of burnt-cork artists, are announced 
from all the billboards and backyard fences to 
appear at the Edgewood Avenue theater 
Thursday and Friday nights. 

The highly colored posters chronicling this 
theatrical event state in big red characters 
that Billy Emerson’s minstrels are grotesquely 
humorous in their original representation of 
Stanley’s followers, and in their “original 
Zulu maneuvers.” 

A little farther down on the bill the start- 
ling announcement 1s made that “‘there is only 
one Billy Emerson.” 

If the bill writer had waited for the later 
developments of the last three days he might 
have stated that there is not any Billy Emer- 
son at all. ' 

He might have also cancéled the statement 
that the show will appear at the Edgewood 
Avenue theater with a blaze of glory, Thurs- 
day and Friday nights, for it won’t. 

The show is defunct; and Billy Emerson, 
the gay minstrel man, has pocketed the 
receipts of the show and skipped. 

This act was not down on the bills, but it 
was done, with remarkable sang froid, last 
Friday night, in Toledo, O., after Mr. Emerson 
had brushed the burnt cork off his shining 
countenance. Mr. Emerson did not bid his 
company goodby, but went without the least 
ceremony, taking the receipts of the 
night’s show with him and _ leaving 
several of the members of the 
company ‘fin the soup” as far 
as their salaries are concerned. 

The company is, of course, not now num- 
bered among the living, and the several 
artists composing it would like to get engage- 
ments. 

Manager Kleibacker heard that the show 
was stranded in Toledo yesterday afternoon, 
and immediately swore out an attachment 
against aboutthree hundred dollars of print- 
ing matter, in the company’s bill trunks here. 
This stuff is now in the hands of a constable 
and it is not very likely that any fight will be 
made for the possession of it. 

Mr. J. W. Campbell, general agent, and 
Mr. Harry S. Jones, assistan agent of 
the show, have been in Atlanta since Friday 
last, and knew nothing of the fact that Em- 
erson had absconded until they read it yester- 


day in Sunday morning’s Cincinnati Enquirer. 


“T am,” said Mr. Campbell last night, when 
seen and questioned by THe CoNsTITUTION, 
‘the press representative of the show, 
and have been acting as general agent 
for two weeks in the place of a man 
who was discharged. I havealways been kept 
informed by such letters as I received from the 
company that its business was -big, and every- 
thing flourishing. Our salaries have been kept 
as nearly paid up as is usual with such com- 
panies. On my arrival here I wired to Man- 
ager Haverly for instructions as to how much 
money to spend on opposition work, owing to 
the fact that Al Field’s minstrels were here 
at the same night our show would be. IL 
staid over for an answer until Sun- 
day night, but none came. In _ the 
meantiine the town had been billed and press 
work commenced. The first intimation we 
had from any source that the company had 
closed was the article in Sunday’s Cincinnati 
Enquirer. I immediately wired to Mr. S. W. 
Brady, manager of the “Toledo opera house, 
asking him about the storyin The Enquirer. 
He.corroborated that article. 

“Of course, the .company will not appear 
here as advertised. The baggage and 
trappings belonging to the show have 
all been levied on in Toledo 
for omnibus and hack hire. Manager Klei- 
backer will not lose anything by our engage- 
ment here ashe has already attached sufti- 
cient of the company’s unused printing to 
secure him against loss.| 

**‘T hold the contracts for the company, and 
will close with a company soon to appear here 
‘to fill our dates in the principal cities between 
here and New Orleans and the week’s engage- 
ment in the Grand opera house at New 
Orleans as well as the principai cities of 
Texas and the south.” 

Mr Campbell has a_ splendid  repu- 
tation as both a manager and advance 
agent and has held these position with 
some of the finest attractions on the road. 
He has a large roll or newspaper clippings— 
complimentary notices of his live energetic 
work. Mr. Jones is also a splendid worker in 
his line.
